is written.in hiſtories (Right wor- 
ſnipfull) that the ſonnes of Seth and 
(Seneca, or ſome other zealous Phi- 
>} lolophers , beeing defirous to leaue 
[ſome thing woorth memorie vnto 
their poſterities: did make two pillars, 
one of braſſe, and an other of earth, 
wherein were grauen the principles of 
the ſeuen ſciences, to the ende their ſucceſſours thould 
vnderſtand the good wils of their predeceſſours: wher- 
by they did ſet foorth and ſhewe all ſuch good know - 
ledge and learning, as they had found out in their time, 
to the furtherance ot their common- wealth. So like- 
wiſe now, things. neceſſarie for the ſame, ought not to 
bee deferde, or lightly regarded, or forgotten. And 
whereas the delight of people are of diuerſe kindes, the 
ſame is perceiued by their dooinges. But as touchin 
their delightes, thoſe ought chiefely to bee regarde 
which protite molt the common wealth. As (among the 
reſt) the gouernement and preſeruation of cattell, and 
ſuch like: wherein (for lacke of knowledge) oft times 
the poore man looſetk his beaſt. Alſo I have knowne 
that the diſeaſed cattell of wealthie yeomen, and other 
oore men ſometimes haue all periſhed , whereby the 
whole pariſhes haue beene impoueriſhed thereby: which 
thing hath beene a great loſſe vnto ſuch townes, and 
alſo hinderances vnto the common wealth. Marcus 
Tullius Cicero, was euer deſirous to further his coun- 
trie and common wealth, and ſayde, that day was euill 
ſpent, that he did not therein do good, to his common 
wealth: I would it were ſonow, Euen ſo likewiſe our 
A 3 prede- 
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The Epiſtle, 


predeceſſors, Ariſtotle, Virgill, Plato, and many other 
in BUngys examples therein, haue left immortal] fame 
behinde them in writing, through the good zeale and 
loue they had to their countrie and common wealth. 
VVhich thing likewiſe( Right worſniptull) hath moued 
me of long time to gather and put in writing the doo- 
ings of diuerſe and ſundrie 4 as well ſtrangers as 
our one countrie men, to ſnewe the helpes for moſt 
diſeaſes in cattell. And for as much as I am enfotmed 
your worſhip is deſirous to know and vnderſtand of the 
gouernement of cattell, and of the fatting of Oxen, to 
the intent to ſhew the good will I beate to further ther- 
in, I thought good to ſer foorth the practiſes of many 
men, how to helpe catcell diſeaſed: which thing ought 
not to be kept ſecret for the lucar of a fewe, but rather 
I doe communicate this my labour to him that hath de- 
light therein. If any thinke not well hereof, or deſpiſe 
this my trauell, I will friendly deſire them with theſe 
wordes : Q nod meliora noſti, candidus imparti, 1 non, bis vtert 
mecum. Which is, If you know any better how to mend 
it, of your courteſie impart it, if not, take part of this 
with me. Thus I leaue to trouble your worſhip any fur- 
ther, defiring you to beare with this my plaineand rude 
ſtile, and to be the defender thereof in print, andin ſo 
doing, I ſhall thinke mytrauell wel beſtowed, my paines 
much lightned, and my good will well recompenced,

VV Hen J had gathered and collected gentle Reader) 
tertaine medicines how foꝛ to cattell and to 

gouerne them, A conſidered what benefite, and 
p2ofite it might be dane oary —— common wealth, ſpe- 
cially vnto the huſband men ſuch as haue the gouerne⸗ 
ment of Dren, Yozſes, Sfepe, and ſuch other cattell. Foz

What knowledgea man ought to haue 
| that vſeth to buy and ſell oxen. 


Pap not caſily , noz will ſape all that 
a man ought to followe oꝛ to auoyde in 
>| buying of Dren. But per ſhall this vn⸗ 
£0 : | derſtand, oxen are accozding to the re- 
gion and countrie where they are bzed, 
—<©| foz as there is diuerſitie of grounds and 
FL | countries : lo likewiſe there is dinerſi- 
— = ties of bodies, and diuerſtties of natural 
courage. And likewiſe diuerſitie in haire and hozne of them, 
Foz thoſe Oxen in Aſia, be of one ſo2t, and thoſe in France 
of an other ſozt : lo likewiſe heere in Englande of an other 
ſozt. And pet not ſo many dinerſities of Pꝛouinces, but as 
many dinerſities in the beaſtes, as in Italie, in Capam, 
there they haue white Dren , and (mall of bodie, yet very 
god to labour in the plough and till the ground. A lſo in the 
fchie of Vrben, there are great oxen both white and red, 
mightie of body and of a great courage. Jn Tulcane and as 
bout Rome, the Oxen are well ſet and thicke, and ſtrong 
made to labour. Likewiſe in the Alpes, and hilles of Bur- 
gony they be ſtrong and can well endure all labour, e fayze 
likewiſe withall. But neuertheleſſe although they do thus 
differ ſo in diuerſe partes, yet the buyer ſhall marke and 
vuderande here in,certaine generall rules of Dren, the 
which Mago of Carthage hath giuen vs, andſayth: he that 
Sxen. mx. ,a young Oren, well quartered,ha- 
ning large and bigge members , with long hoznes ſome- 
what blacke , ſtrong and bigge, his fozehead bꝛoad, and 
his bzowes wzinckled: his eares rough within, and hairie 
tike veluet , bis cyes great and large, his mouzell blacke, 
his noſtrilles crofted , w2ythen and very open and wide, 
the chinne of his necke long, thicke , and fleſhie , the vew- 
lappe oz ſkinne that hangeth vnder his thzoxte, tobe great 
in hangingalmoſt downe to his knees, his beaſt rounde

and bigge, his ſhoulders large and derpe. Vis belly bigge 
compaile in falling deepe, his ribbes to be wide and open, 
his raines large, his backe ſtraight and flat, with a little 
bending towarde the rumpe , his thighes rounde, his legges 
freight and well truſt, rather ſomewhat ſhozt than long: 
his knees full and round truſt, his hofes o2 clawes on his 
krete to be large and bzoad vnder fote, bis taile long, and 
well haired, and to be bziefe, his bodie to be thicke and ſhoꝛt, 
his colour to be redde oꝛ blacke is beſt.¶ Iſo to be gentle and 
eaſie to handle and touch, to leade oz to occupie. Theſe are 
the chieſelt pꝛoperties (if a man would buy) to Rnow a god 
Dre by, and here ſhall followe the beſt way how foz to 
taine them. 


The manner and way beſt for a mau to 
tame his oxen,

en, and touch them when they are young bullockes and 
calues, and alſo vſe to tye them and to binde them to the 
fall, ſo that hereafter it ſhall not be painefull vnto you to 
tame them, noz pet ſo daungerous fo bzuiſe them as when 
they ware olde. And pet J would not haue them fo be ta- 


med, not befoze the peares, no2 after flue peares: foz the 


one is {> weake and tender, and the other is to hard and 
ſtrong, to tame thoſe which ſhalbe taken wilde and fierce : 
foz pee (hall then (one hurt them. Theretoze in houſing 
them firit , pe thail make your deze large foz them to goe 
in and out, and make a right comming into the houſe ; fo;

ther fo2 two dates abꝛoad: ye ſhall likewiſe take god heede 
that one oxe touch not another with their hoznes ; ſo with- 
in two oz thꝛe dayes that pee ſee them ware moze tame, 
towardes the Euening ye may pꝛooue to lcade them fozth 
and to walke them halle a mile ſpace 02 moze, and fo re- 
turne againe. But tir pee muſt ſee to tye them ſo ſtraight, 
that they may not well mue their heades , then app2zoch

This griefe happensth to a labouring Dre when 
he hath bin (ze trauailed in labour, oz ſoze trauailing in 
traueling in rainy weather, and thereby come to be hide 
bound thꝛough pouerty.UWherfoze ye mult take heed when 
they return from laboꝛ being ſoze chaft of body and ſhozt of 
bꝛeath. Some vle therfoze to ſpzinckle them with wine, and 
do caſt a pecce of the fat of a beaſt downe his thꝛoat:but ifhe 
haue this diſeaſe already.it ſhal be god to ſeethe bay leaues 
in ale, and to bathe him therewith as hote as he can ſuffer.

And when he doe once kroth at the mouth, 
he is then paft remedie, but Go2tly after hee will dye, 
and pet when they are thus ſicke they will cate, The res 
medics are, pee hall flea the beaſt that is ſo dead, and burie 
him in a deepe pute, and couer him well with earth, that no 
dogges can come to the carrion. Foz ſo man beaſtes as doe 
ſmell thercot̃, are like to be infected with the ſame diſeaſe, e 
therewith pee hall haue the (kinne ſtreight to the tanner, 
carrie it not home foꝛ feare of moze perill may fall therecf. 
There is a comon vic and done ofa great charity, which is, 
they will put the beaſt ſkinne on a pole, and then ſette 
it in a hedge faſt bounde to a ſtake by the high way ſide, 
that euerie man ryding by, may perceiue thereby where 
the ſickenelle of cattell is, and alſo in what townelſhippee 
and they holde an opinion it will thereby ceaſe the ras 
ther, which J doe ſcarcely beleeue.

UWherefo28 
it is thought gov of ſome to burie them whole , fo2 fears 
of a farther inconuenience, this is thought god of ſome 
fo take a ſmall coꝛde and binde it harde about his necke, 
then on the farre ſins, pee ſhall fele a great vaine, and with 
a launcet, pee (hall frike thereon and lette him bloud, 
a pinte 02 moze ,- and ſo likewiſe on the other ſide of his 
necke.

( thee being fat) Mall be the lefle of ftature , Xs foz your 
dꝛaught oxen pee cannot giue them to much meate , except 
it vee the after graſſe of a lowe mowed meadowe . Foz 
that will cauſe them to haue the gyꝛrie, and then hee may 

not away ſv well with labour. Likewiſe if there be verts 

much graſſe in a cloſe , the cattell will feede the wozle theres 

- of, foz better is a gov ſweete bitte from the carth, then a 
Large and derpe graſſe. Foz whereas it is long, the beaſtes 
will byte of the toppes thereof and no moze, fog that is 
theſweteſt, Und the other graſſe ſhalt remaine ſtill on 
the ground and ſo rotte, foz no beaſt will eate thereof, but 
hozies onely in winter. Foz they will feede on foggis 
graſſe and ſuch like . iſo ye ſhall vnderſtande that *

Pe ſhall therefoꝛe vſe to heinbe them with | 
wo!e cards 02 hozſe combe, as ſome do, and [ay it bath mas 
them moze luſtter, But indeed that is god fo2 the labuactng 
oxen, ſo to be vſed, but not fo2 the fatting ore as ſome iudgt: 
no2 ye ſhall not let them goe foo2thof the ſtawie at any time, 
not ſo much as to dzinke, Foz then they wilvelire the 
moe 
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moꝛe to be abꝛoad, ⁊ the licking of them will hinder (as they 
ſap) their latting. But pe (hal ſo pꝛouids that they may haus 
water bzonght them in cowles,02 elſe to come th2ough their

The Aſſes 
are commonly of a monſe dun coloured haire. But that is 
not a pleaſant haire foz a mople: therefoze in generall it is 
god to take god herde thereof , that ye be not deceiged by 
pour epe, fo; euen like as we ſhall ſee the fleece of a Lambe, 
which cometh of a ram with a ſpotted tongue, ſo likewiſe, 
the Alle hath haire of diuers colours on his bꝛowes x cares, 
and thereby often they make the moyles of diuerſe colours: 
Thereloʒe when ye haue diligently conſidered of your ſtal- 
lion, pet neuertheleſſe ye may be deceiued , fo? befides theſe 
fo:eſaide markes, ſometimes they haue moyles by other co- 
loured hoꝛſes which they knowe not, and yet the ſame may 
be as well eſteemed as other, which comes of no other cauſe 
but from their firft parents and generation, which by mix- 
ing with others hath beene almolt deſtroyed , and yet by the 
ſeede of the hozſe is renued againe fo his firſt eſtate . And 
the Alle which J doe wziteof, as ſwneas the hath foled, it 
ought to bee taken away from her, and pꝛiuilp to be ſet to 
the mare which hath a colte , ſo that ſhe knowe not thereof, 
which mult be done in the night, and ſet in a darke place. 
But firſt take away the mares colt, and put to the other, 
but in ten dayes ſhe will not let it ſucke , therefoze pe muſt 
helpe it in the meane time, the one as well as the other, as 
ve (hal ſe cauſe.Oꝛ elſe take the vꝛine, oꝛ milke of the one, 
and rubbe the coltes therewith contrarie, and at length 
they will loue and vſe them foz their owne. And this 
young ſtallion colt ſo nouriſhed of the mare,ſhal take a loue 
vnto mares hereafter. And though oft times they be noꝛiſhed 


the vſuall company among mares daily, hee will thereby 


the better loue them, and ſo will he ſerue well your mares, 


but let him not coner them befoze hee bee thzee peares 
olde. Ind at ſuch conuenient times, as gralle _ 
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bim wel, and ſometimes with ſhenes of barley, ſomtimes of 
god malhes to d2inke of bꝛanne and wheat, oz of wheat ſod, 


oz barley ſod , and let him not firſt coner a tender 
mare, which hath neuer beene coueredbefoze. Foz inthe 


mounting on her, che will often ſtrike him with her fete, 


and thereby he will take if ſcoꝛnefully, which ſhall make 
him to caſt a continuall hate to all other hereafter, and thers 


foze they put ſome other vnto the young mare to put her in e _ 
a heat, and not to couer her, but with him. And when ye .,.. 


Gall ſe her deſirous to ſtande, then take him away, and 
t to the young ſfallion and let him coner her. Allo it 
ſhall be god tv haue a place made with bozdes deſcending 
downewarde befoze, that ſhee map the better take the 
hozſe , and not flie aſide , o2 turne from the hoꝛſe when her 
conereth her. Dome doe manacle her foze fete to the hin. 
der on both ſides. And by this deſcending place, a lows 
Alle, oz Yozſe may couer her the better, and moze eaſier, 
And after being thus coucred with an Cle, oꝛ other Yozſe, 
then inthe peare after that ſhe haue folded, ye ſhall not by 
 andbyconer her againe with another, but in that peare let 
her nouriſh her fole , which fole ſhall be the better hereaf- 
ter fo doe anie purpoſe : therefoze let her not be couered a⸗ 
gaine ſo ſwne . And when that colte is a peare olde, take 
him from his damme, and put the mare in ſach paſtures as 
vou ſha'l ſeeme god, in wods o2 in mountaines, to harden 
her hofes, whereby ſhee may the better trauaile hereaf- 
ter. And alwayes hemoyles are better to beare the pack- 
faddle, then the ſhee moyles , yet ſhee moyles are mo2e 
quicker and nimble, and moſt mete to bzing coltes : but 
they are both good to tranaile with the burthen , and allo to 
labour the earth, if it were not that theſe kinde of cattell are 
ſomewhat to high foꝛ that purpoſe . Thereſoꝛe common- 
iy they vie a teme of Dren to b:cake the groundes be- 
p14 

And foz the burthen ſome doe ſay a mare is weaker then 
a gelving hoꝛſe, a gelding weaker then a ſtoned hozſe, and 
a hozſe weaker then a mople. Foz the moyles — 
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they (ap) will carry v. oꝛ vi. hundzeth weight, and therewith 
they will trauaile thirtie miles a day. Fo2 both hoꝛle and 
moyles are beaſts ot a great ſtrength, if they had vnderſtan- 
ding no man ſhould bee able to rule them, and alſo they ſay 
Horſe with A Yo2ſe og moile hath no bꝛaines, but in the place thereof, be 
our braines Yath as it were a bladder filde with winde, and no bꝛaines 
ttsherin, oz other thing, but like a white water. Thus J leaue 
of hozſes and moiles, and here J will ſpeake of the ozdering 
of hozſe in trauaile. | 


- How the husbandman or Carter ſhould order his 
horſe in trauaile by the way, or 
otherwiſe. 


T O ſhew ſomewhat the dutie of Carters, which Carters 
mult haue al waies patience, in moderate vſing of their 
hoꝛſes & at all other times he ought to beare a loue alwaies 
to his cattell , ſo that his cattell may loue him, not fearing 
them tw much, let him neuer vſe to beat them with the ock 
of the whip, but to whip them with the laſh, and vile them to 


the ſound therof, and yet not often fo2 dulling of the : in tras 
naile vſe them ſometimes with fierce woꝛds moze then with 
es, Pour loytering hozſes touch befoze the other, and 

the free hozſe touch him leaſt of all, but at a great neede, Alſo 
a tres hozſe ought to be haltered ſhozt , 02 elſe hee will ſwne 
ſpoile himſelfe in ſtrapning continually, be will ſwne be 
lame, bꝛoken winded, oꝛ blind. Ind vſe al the other at times 
when you ſhall ſ& cauſe, and let them not in trauaile by the 
way, dzaw oz labour ſo much as they map:touch not a ho2ſe 
with the whip ouer his backe, fo; feare of his eies. and alſo 
he that is behind him, but touch on the legs of the neere ſide, 
and ſo pe ſhall auoide danger thereof, noz to dꝛaw to much 
foz thereby ye may lone dull ane tyer them, ſpecially in a 
young bhozſe, and after trauaile truſſe them vp to the tuell 
foz taking cold. Ye mult alſo enery mo2ning vſe to rub and 
ta kembe them, foz therein a hozſe doth delight, and it 
will make them moze luſtier and fresher to 6 and in 

ommer 
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ſommer the like if they be houſed, oꝛ if they be at graſſe alſo: 
and water them not, but at their accuſtomed houres, and af- 
ter as they haue iourneied in ſommer, waſh often their feete 
with colde water, and if pe can, ſometimes with wine, oz ale 
and butter, which will ſupple and ſtrengthen their ſine wes, 
oz to bath them with the lees of wine, which will likewiſe 
ſupple and ſtrengthen them, and after to rub their legs with 
butter g2 neruoile oz neates fot oile,+ if they be ſhod, ye ſhal 
bind to dung mixt with mens vin, and if their 
feete be hoat o2 haue the goute , yee ſhall then waſh their 
mouthes with vinegar and ſalt mixt together, and fo2 that, fete 
time giue them no hay noꝛ other foꝛage as ſtraw oz oats,noz or 1c. 
yet of litter,but wel clenſed, ns2 let them be ſhod till they be 
well. Xlſo the Carter muſt vle daily to ſ& that his harnaiſe 
be iuſt and meet fo2 encry hozſe accozding to his ſtature, that 
he may therein labour the eaſter. And alſo thoſe harnaiſes 
may be well loked vnto from time to time, and all thinges 
bclonging thereunto: as haltars, bꝛidles headſtal les, colleis, 
hawmes, traces, pipes. wanties, packſaddets, backwanties, 
belly wanties, with tack, oz ſhottle pin, tide to enery hawm The horſe, 
with a ftring , to be the readier at neede, and ech of the bel- cart & har- 
ly wanties to haue a croſſe pinne, oꝛ ferrell of wod, to be al / naiſe to {ce 
wap readie to faſten and loſe, and to haue all things whole 
and ſound, not to be bꝛoken o2 faulty againſt any time of oc⸗ 
cupying, and to be well hanged vpoa hokes cleane from the 
ground, that hozſes tread not theron, oz that dogs gnaw no 
part thereof, and euerie ho2ſe harneſſe placed by himſelfe, 
ready to harniſe at all times. Miſs the Carter onght to haue 
ſkill how to mend his harnaiſe, to itch and ſowe it when a⸗ 
ny part oz parcell thereof decayeth, and to haue his packſad- 
dle thzeede and whitlether alwaies readie, oz other great 
thꝛeed where with to pꝛepare to helpe the ſame againe, t fo 
haue alwaies with him his nawle, and pannell needle. The 
carter ought alſo to haue knowledge in ſhoing his hoꝛſe, that 
when any ſhwe fall loſe by the way in frauaile, he ought to 
haue hammer and nailes ready to faſten it on againe, foz 
loſing; oz to let on ſome other, an 
es 
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ſhoes and nailes with him, fo2 by that meanes he may ſane 
his hozſe oftimes from danger of ſurvat,graueling,oz pꝛick⸗ 
king with ſome naile, oz cut with ſome one, + ſuch like: fo 


to haue experience in ſhoing is a thing ſone learnd, there is 


mall danger, but in pzicking oz clowing with a naile, oz to 
d2tue it nie 02 in — whereupon among all ſkilfull 
linythes, this pꝛouerbe is ſaide, which is, befoze behinde, 
and behind befoze : which meaning is, the molT daunge- 
rous nailes to dzine in the foꝛe fete, are the two hindermoſt 
naties , and in the hindermoſt fete , the two foꝛmoſt nailes, 
the reſt not ſo daungerous ſo that yee dziue them euen. 
Af your ſhocs be made hollowe oz riſing in the midſt, and 
not flat to the fte, it will be much better fo2 the hoſe, to 
clenſe and voide graueling.

bzeake, and al the ſhamble ſtaues to be made of god day and

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together , fo2 that will kepe the nathes long cole, and ta 
goe moze eaſter, Which greace ye muſt alwayes hane with 
you when ye trauell by the wap, tu occupie when pee ſhall 
ſ& cauſe, and alſo to haue readie roapes ends, o2 other (mal 
toꝛde, that when anything do bzealie oz cleaue a ſander, by 
and by to mende and pete it againe. Thus adniſedly trauel⸗ 
ling on thy way, haue an eie ts the foze hozſe,in lanes ſpeti- 
ally and ſtreetes foz feare of childzen and beaſts, but if thou 
ſtay, let thy hozſe ay alſo, take herde of the fozehozſe in 


and dangerous wayes be alwaies nigh vnto the thiller, with 
thy hand nigh his head: whereby thou maieſt the better rule 
him vpon a ſodaine, and alwaies loke to the going of the 
wheeles . Jn thus doing thou ſhalt kepe thy Cart alwaies 
bp2ight from ouerth2owing ,. and when thou goeſt downe

befoze. And thus doing in co all wayes and pla- 


ces, poſtes, and gates, thou ſhalt oft times the dan-

"-Sheepe (as wel as others) ought to be the firff cattel to 
be looked vnto, if ye marke the great p2cfite that commeth 
by them: fo2 by theſe catfell we are chiefely defended from 
cold, in ſeruing many wayes, in couerings fo; our bodies. 
They doe not onely nouriſh the people of the vitiageo, but 
alſo fo2 to ſerue the table with many ſoztes of delicate and 

aunt meats : In ſome countries their milke doth ſerue 
in ſttede ol lurmentie, of which are the people of Stithia, 
called Nomades , And alſo the Gzekes doe name them 
Galactopotes, that is to ſay, dꝛinkers of milke : and fo2 ſo 
much as theſe cattell are tender and delicate, as Celſus af- 
ficrmeth . Therefoze god heede mult be taken vnto them foz 
fickenes, vet they are commonly in health, excepte at ſome 
times they ars ſubiect to the murren ſcabbe oz peſtilente, in 
changing of grounds. Therfoze they muſt be choſen agree- 
able to the nature of the place where they ſhall remaine, the 
which is a rule metts to be obſerued and kept, not onely in 
— gp alſo in all other cattel of huſbandzie, wher⸗ 
aith: _ 
of groundes for all things is not good, 
po — for all beaſtes to get their foode. 

2 the champaine and paſture flelds are good to 
nouriſh great ſheepe in, foz leane ſhe&pe and hoggrelles cio⸗ 
| ſes. Ind ſherpe wel flecht. they ſhall do well in Fozrefts 

and mountaines, dꝛie places, and plaine commons, and all 
ſeuered cloſes are god and commodious to noztlh al tender 
the&pe,and to make them battle, and ſs to fatte well. There 
is a great reſpect to be had vnto the differences of nature, 
not onelp in the ſoꝛtes and bzcede of ſheepe, but alſo of their 
tolours and choſing of them , foꝛ experience voth che w, as 
the ſheepe of Pileſy in Athens be great, — 
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well eſtæmed . Allo thoſe ſherpe of Calabria and of the Ap. 

politans, and thoſe of Tarent, and now theſe in France, be 
moze eſtee med and pꝛapſed, and ſpeciailꝑ the theeye of Tor- 
cello, and next vnto theſe, thoſe ofthe leane champains as 
be beſide Par ma, and Medena in Italie. 

Allo the white colour in She&pe is very god andp2oſita- 
ble, as we vſe here moſt in England: ſoz of this colour a 
man ——— — other . And the white wili kerpe al- 
ſo his colour long. The blacke and the b;zowne be alſo well 
pꝛaiſed, which be much vſed in 3taly at Polentia , and alſo 
in high Spaine at Co2ubo, Lhe yellow ſherpe be in Aſia, 
the which they call red ſaſarned ſhepe : truly the vie therof 
we haue had already by divers and many experiences of 


thoſe kind of ſhe&pe. Foz in Africa, where they are bzought + 


(from the towne called Gavitane,and thereabout) are wild 
rams of ſtrange and maruellous colours, with many other 
kinde of beaſts, which are oft times bzought vnto the people 
to make paſtimes . Marcus Columella ſaieth, a man of a 
ſingular god wit and vnderſtanding, and very perfecte in 
buſband2y, which bꝛought one of thoſe Rams of Affricke 
with him into Fraunce, and did put him in his paſtures, 
and when he became gentle, he made him to be put vnto 
his yewes, which ramme begate in the beginning all hairie 
lambs,and like in colour: but after that the ſaid lambs had 
bin coucred agatne once 02 twice, their wall beganne a⸗ 
gaine to be gentfle,ſoft,and faire. And at length thole lambs 
engendzing with their ſhepe,made their fizece and woll as 
ſoft and as gentle as ours. This Columella reco2ded,that 
from the nature of the ramme, by th: alteration of the place 


and cattell, they became againe to their foꝛmer eſtate. And 


by little and little, by god oꝛder and gouernement, their 

wild natures be cleane changed. Do likewiſe diuers beaſles 

become ſone gentle by well vſing thereof in huſbaiidz1e, 

which afterward they are found alwayes tame and gentle.

Ye mult not choſe 

a very white ram : and yet oftentimes a white ram wil get 

a blacke lambe, but a yellow oz blacke ram wil ncuer get a 

white tambe . Ye mult not choſe a ram by his whitencfae 

onely, but when the pallace of his tongue is of the ſame co⸗ 
lour et his wol. Fo2 when cither of thcle two do not agree, 

The third the lainbc is like to be blacke oz ſpotted in ſome parte, as 

booke of Virgil ſignifleth by theſe verſes.

and it is pet better to haue their hoznes croked and wo

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then, then to be ſtraight and open. NeuerthelcCe in coun- 


tries moiſt and windie, they were better to haue the Rams 
with great and larger hoznes, then other without, becauſs 
it doth keepe and defend the greateſt part of their head from 
the winde andſtozmes. It that the Winter be very ffs2- 
my in thole Countries, they do chooſe thoſe Rammes : but 
if it be calme and gentle, they do take thoſe which haue no 
boznes. Foz the hozned ramme hath this diſcommoditie, he 
fe!eth by nature eache parte ot his body ſo well armed, that 


be doth deſire nothing but to fight with other. And he is 


mo2e hotter after the Yeawes at all times, and moze im⸗ 
po2tunate then others: ſo that he will not ſuffer anie other 
ramine to couer any troupe of Veawes, and be will haue 
warre without cauſe againſt pis fellowes, and wil not per⸗ 
mit and ſuffer them to couer any veawe, although he can 
doe no moze himſelte, and yet he will haue all at his com- 
maundement. 


But he which is without hoznes knoweth he is vnar- ;ammes 
med, whereby he is not ſo ready to fight, and is alſoof leſſe to corre, 


heate, therefoze ve maꝝ haue the moꝛe rammes, The good 
and ſkilfull ſhepeheard may coꝛrecte the heate and furie of 
ſuch an vnſatiable Ramme by this ſubtiltie: take a ſtrong 
boaꝛde of a foote bꝛoade, and fil it ful of pikes of yꝛon, and 
tie that booꝛde vnto his hoznes, with the pikes foward his 
fozchead, and this ſhall kepe him from harting of others, 
fozin giuing his bead a ſtroke, he ſhall hurte himlſelfe. 
Epicarmus de Syracuſis in Sicilia, which hath dili⸗ 
gently wꝛitten of the medicines fo2 cattell, he ſapeth: one 
map appeaſe 02 abate the furie of ſuch a Ramme in piers 
ting his hoꝛnes by his cares (with a wimble cz piercer) a- 
gaiuſt the place whereas they doe crooke . Alſo the age of a 
KRamme to couer is beſt at thz& peares. And he ſhalbe good 
unto eight yeares : the yewes woulde be conered alter two 
peares, and then they wil be good flue peares after, and the 
ſeuenth peare being once palk , then they beginne to ware 
weake, x wil faile in getting lambes againe, as J haue ſaid, 
pe ſhal not buy ſheepe vnthozne, + A *

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count of them which haue gray 02 ſpotted woll of diuerſe 
colours,foz the vncertaintie thereof . ſhalt caſt them 
off as the barren Sherpe : and alſo thoſe which haue moſt 
teeth, being of ther yeares olde , Therefoze ye mult choſe 
thoſe of two years, having a great large bodie, a long neck, 
and long deepe woll, not roagh oz ſlubboꝛ ne, his belly great 
and large of vody, conered all with woll, not fo be vncoue- 
rev in any part,noz yet ſmal of ſtature, his gummes ruddy, 
his teeth white and enen, his ſkinne on the b2iſket red, and 
on both ſides ruddie, his eie ſtrings ruddie, bis fell loſe, his 
wall faſt, his bꝛeath long, and his fete not hote. Theſe are 
the chiefe ſignes of a ſound Dhe&pe . Signes of a rotten 
Sheep are thcſe: his belly ful of water, his fat yellow, his li⸗ 
- 7 knotty and ful ot᷑ bliſters, and if ye ſeethe it, it wil 
2eake in 
gums w the wall wil ſone come off, if ye plucke a lit⸗ 
fletherof. Theſe are the ſignes of a rotten ſheep o2 vnſound. 
Now foz to ſaue and keep them, ye ſhal vnder ſtand your 
ſhee pe houſes ought to be made low (like vnto a hogge ſtie) 
and moze in length then in bzeadth, warme foz winter, and 
not ſtraite ofromes, foz feare of hurting the lambes, paued 
and boꝛded on the ſides,and within the place in deſcending 
of their vzine and dung. Jt ſhal be alſo god to hang of roſe- 
mary, 92 other ſwete and ſtrong hearbes foz to fake away 
o2 kill the ſent of their vꝛine and dung . It ſhall be alſo 
god to make and ſet the houſe open towards the Sunne at 
none, and to be well couered, foz theſe kinds of cattell are 
tender, and tannot abide any great colde. | 
Pet although they are houſed, they are oftentimes vered 
with cold. as reumes, glanders, coughes, and ſuch like, and 
fo vered with colde in Winter, as well as with heate in 
Summer, and afozeo2 about their houſes, it were god to 
make a cloſe eoate well and high fenced, ſo that they may 
gos fwzth of their houſes in latetie to refreſh them. And 
their rackes to be made two fate high from the earth, with 
racke fanes ſet nigh together of a god length. And the 
Shepeheard mull ſee that they be cleane kepte , and to ſ& 


that 


bis ſides pale, his eies pale and darke, his 
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that the rackes doe ſtand faſt fo; hurting any ol them. 
Chey mult allo be kepte that they haue no water oz o 

ther moiſture, and that there be pꝛepared ef fearne oz dꝛie 
raw, fo thoſe which haue lambs to reſt moze cleaner and 
ſofter,and to ſee that the rammes goe not with the Eawes, 
oz the lambes : no2 go with any ſieke ſheepe oz other beaſt, 
and it is better to let the lambes remaine in the houſe, then 
to goe with their dammes a field, And god to let your beſt 
paſture remaine fo2 your Eawes nigh your houſes. 
Che ſhepeheard alſo ſhall often cleanſe the fodering places 
of his ſheepe,and reſerne it to litter his kine and hozſe, and 
fo to keepe their houſes cleane , whereby their health may 
be the better pꝛeſerued, and ſo in any wiſe they be not hurte 
oʒ annoyed with filthis moiſture , fo2 they are tender and 
nice, and doe loue cleane places. Ye mult alſo ſee that they 
haue god loze of meate , foꝛ hunger in them bꝛerdeth the 
murren . A ſmall ſtocke well nouriſhed, increaſeth much 
moꝛe p2ofite vntotheir maiſter, then others with twice ſo 

great a flocke enduring hunger. And alſo the ſheepehearde 
 mulfoft bziue them ouer changeable paſtures and grounds, 
where as there is ſcant of feeding, and without thoznes oz Thornes or 
buſhes, vling after the authozitieof Virgil, which ſaith by {cracches. 


theſe verſes following.

Ak a Peawe haue then a little Lambe, it were better 
and if they did tarry vntil June, oꝛ longer. Dome there⸗ 
oe (wythout doubt) doe ſay, it woulde p;ofite moze to co⸗ 
uer them ſoner , to the ende that after Barueſt and gathe⸗ 
ring of fruite, the Lambes fe&ding all Autumne, ſhal mate 
them(ſslues ſtrong againſt Winter doe come, and ſhal bet⸗ 
ter indure the faſting in Minter Foꝛ this ſame cauſe it 
is better to chole Autumne then the Spꝛing, as Celſus res 


-pozteth by the p2oofe thereof: foz he ſapeth, it is moꝛe mee⸗ 


ter foz theſe Cattel to be made ſtrong befoze Solſtitium, in 
the midſt of the moneth of Julie, (which is the longeſt day 
in ſummer) then befoze Solſtitium in Winter, wbich is in 
the middeſt of the moneth ol December. And amongeſt al 
cattell, theſe may be moſt eaſieſt bzedde in Winter , if the 
countrey be not very colde and wet, 


Ik pe haue neede to haue many male Rems, Ariſtotle a

mandeth to be obſerued , and fo ſpie out the meteſt time to 
touple and put the Rammes to the Peaws:as in a dꝛy time 
when the Nozth winde bloweth . Then (ſayeth he) make 
the flocke to goe and lerde againſt the winde, and put the 
Rammes vnto them, and they ſhall. haue male lambes:if ye 
wil haue your Peawsbzing female lambes, put the Kams 
vnto them when the winde bloweth out of the South. And 
foz to haue males likewiſe, they dor ve to binde 1 —

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ſfone downe with a tender band. Ind to haue females, they 

binde downe the right fone of the Ramme. This is done 
likewiſe in great Cattell . Alſo when pour Peawes haue 
lambed,and are ſtrong lambs, the ſhepcheardthat leadeth 

them to ſceke their pature, it hall be gov to leaue behinde 

all the young lambes , And thoſe that doe ſucke, are me&- 

fer to be ſolve vnto the Butcher, then thoſe that haue eaten 

graſſe, foz they are mozcſweter and delicate ficſhe, and 

when they are weaned,there commeth moze pzofit by their 
milke, then when they goe with their dammes . Jt is alſs 

god and profitable to nouriſh them by the fides of god 
townes, Foz the tattell ofthe houſe is moze p:ofitable then 
ſtrange cattell. A lo, if thy flocke ol ſheepe doe faile at any 

time thꝛough age, oꝛ any other occaſion thou muſt then 10 alter 
renewe it in kerping the ſtocke, and loking wel thereun⸗ thy flocke. 
fo , fo; if thy ſtocke once alter, thou arte like to alter thy 


To b2e&de Shepe , the effice of a good Shepehearde is, 
fo nouriſh as many head of Cattell yearely, as there are 10 breedeß 
ficke 02 dead, foz pe muſt vnderſtand the Winter, that 
by vehement and colde weather, it killeth many She&pe , 
the which ye did ſuppoſe they woulde haue entbozne the 
ſaide Winter, which in Xutumre they might haue bene 

taken wel. And therefoze it is very daungerous , without 
ve furniſh your ſtocke (from peare to yeare) with the tron- 
gelt Cattell, and thoſe that ſhall eaſily beare out the al, 7, ,,,,.;q. 
ter Winter . And he that wiil followe this: he ought to ſheepe. 
nouriſh no lambe vnder foure yeares , noz aboue eight 
yeares. Foz theſe two ages are not ſo god to nourich, noz 
thoſe which come of olde cattell, foz they follow the age of 
their Parentes, 02 elſe are alwayes barren, wꝛetched, 
and weake . The lambing of young Peawes ought fozto, ng, 
be loked vnto , as though they hadmidwines: los theſe 3"! 
Catfell trauelles in lambing , as well as the woman in 
childe bearing, and often times, foz ſo much as they are ig · 
nozaunte of the tyme , they doe trauell moze in the de⸗ 
ligerance ol their Lambes - Wherefsze the ä 
R ug 
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ought to haue god knowledge and expetiente of medicines 
fo; theſe cattell, and to help them that haue need thereof, and 
to take out the lambe wholly. together out of the matrice. 
Fo: when he lyeth croſſe, he mull not be taken out, but 
it pe ſee ſue can not well be deluered, ye mult belpe the 
peawe, and take and cut it in peeces., and ſo take it fozth 
without hurting the birth oz the yeawe . The which the 
Grerkes doe call. an vnperfect medicine, thenafter when 
the lambs is taken foꝛth aliue, pe ſhall raiſe her and ſet her 
on her fete, And allo the lambe, and then let him appꝛoche 
vnto the tettes of the yeawe , and open his mouth, and 
pꝛelle and make the milke come fwzth, that he may be ac- 
cuſtomed thereunto . But bekoze pe doe this, ye ſhall dzaw 
the yeawea little, which the heardmen doe call ftroking x 
this is the groſſe and thicke milke , the which is the firlt 
milke after her lambing, fo2 if ye doe not d2zawea little 
' thereof, it will ſomewhat annoye the lambe . Then lette 
bim (if hc be weake) be ſhutte wyth his damme the 
two firſt dayes after that he is to the ende, he may 
be kept warme, and to know the teate and his damme, vn⸗ 
till that he beginne to leape and ware moze ſtronger: and 
to put him in ſome warme cloſe place, then after foz to put 
him with other lambes, becauſe in being alone, he will 
ware leane by to much leaping and playing in his youth. 
Alſo ye mull aduiſedly put to the young lambes by them- 
ſelues , and not with the ſtrongeſt, foz feare in leaping and 
tumbling to hurte them, and when they are bigge , ve may

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Although J haue ſpoken of certaine paſtures, neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe pet J will here ſay a little of that J haue omitted , the 
which is, the beſt and moſt frankeft grafſe is that which 
groweth amongeſt errable groundes and furrowes, rather 
then medowes which are wette oꝛ moiſt, and the graſte in 


marſhes and moiſt fozreits is not god fo2 ſhape , ne2 ſo 
ged Paſture foz the fœding of them. And by long vſe and 


continuance theſe cattel wil war weary and noyſome ther- 
ok, if their keeper doc not remedy it in giuing thoſe Sherpe 
_ ofſalte with their meate, which ſhail ſane them and make 
them to haue an appetite . And in Summer it ſhall be god 
to haue them vnder ſhadowie places 92 trees in wodes, to 
the ende, that by their refting , they ſhall haue the better 
appetite when they returne vnto their paſture againe, and 
they may then dzincke , whereby to ferde the better: and 


alſo to auopde their ſurfets. In Winter ye mult giue them Pain le.

no 7 meate . Likewiſe of Peaſe holme, is god foz 
them, if they be kepte ncare townes oꝛ villages : and when 
the time is to dzine them to paffure, oꝛ to lcade them to 
dzinke inthe hote Summer, as neede requireth . J will not 
beof _ opjaton, but that which Virgil hath written, the

ofthe head, and a laſeneſſe of the belly, Wherefoze in cold 
and moiſt tunes ye net de not obſerue but once a dap. 

Moꝛeouer, the ſhcpheard which doth keep them, onoht 
to be wile in gouerning them with gentlenes, as it is com- 


ought to ſhew themſelucs conducgo2s and guiders of cattel, 
and not as maiſters,and to make them goe o2 to call them, 
they ought either to crie oꝛ whiſtle, and after toſhew them 
the ſheepehwke, but to th2owe nothing at them, fo2 that 
doth feare them. no: yet to ſtraie farre offfrom them, noꝛ to 
ſit oz lie downe. It he do not go, he onght to ſtand, and to ſit 
very ſeldome . Foz the office of a ſhepeheard is as a high 
watchman foz his cattell, to the ende, that the ſlowe ſheepe 
donot lip from the other. nd on the plaines and medows 
when they make nohafte, then he may ſtay. But in harde 
and empty places of paſture, the light and yong ſhepe will 
oufgo the other, and therefoze he cught to haue an eie al- 
wares amongſt his ſher pe, oz if any com by any other 
meanes to ſe them incontinent v and he mult ſee 
alſo in then paſturing that they range not tw faſt ouer the 
groundes, fo2 the light and yong ſheepe do outgo the other, 
and ftray abzoad in cozners, w they are in dannger 
the moze to be conueyedaway,oz loſt by ſome other means, 
oꝛ by with dogges and ſuch like, theſe rules are com- 
mon with all cattel . Theretoʒe he that wil ſ@me to th2ine 


wayes ſtand gazing about, and wil rather ſseke to lie then 
fecd,o2 elſe loke on others. There fee loke viito them, fo; 
it is a ligne they like not the paſtare 22 ley as they do 
gaze, but will ſecke a neus. Therefoze ihe ſhepeheard- 
uſt haue a great care, and vſe diligence vnto them _ 


manded to all keepers of cattel whatſoener they be, which ⸗h 
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then the other. Foz al beaſts of woll are moze delicate and 
daintie then others, therefoze they ought to haue the lefle 
negligence with their keeper oꝛ maiſter, foz they are ef lefſe 
coueting then other cattell , and yet they can not abive the 
heate in Summer, noꝛ the cold in Wlinter, Theſe cattel are 
ſeldome nouriched abꝛoad without great danger, but in hou⸗ 
ſes and cloſed paitures, and are gluttons ano gredy, that if 
his meate by ſome occaſion be taken away of others, thorby 
ſometime he wil be ſicke-Therfa;e ve ought to giue to cuery 
ſherpe . ſhall be ſufficient of meate in their rackes foz 
them in Winter, and to giue them in th ir tronghs, of bar⸗ 
Meate for [gy and beanes ground together and alſo dꝛied peaſe, 02 ak⸗ 
neepe. hoznes ground and giuen with bꝛan, and die Elme leanes 
oz other, as afozeſaid,oz of the leaued graſſe, green 02 dap.

tie of their woll . Ja-G2eeco they vſe to paſture their ſheepe 
whereas there is no bulhes a; bziars, fo frare ( —

plaine fleldes a man neede not be ſo carefull . Bat here mo 


thinkesif J ſhould ſe my ſhepe come with tozne flzeces, J 
may aſke my ſhep:heard where they haue bin, in ſuppoſing 
their ul gonernement, amongſt buſhes and thoznes) there⸗ 
foze he muſt be carefull when they be in fleld, foz all the dap 
ſome go not with them. Ans againe, in the houſe he ought 
to haue a moze groator care in cleauling ot 02 any o⸗ 
ther occaſion not to be fozeſlowed, in oft opening their wol 
whereas any place ſemes loſe by ſcratches 02 other ways, 
and then to tarre it, ſome doe wach the place with ople, 
ſometimes they waſh them all, if the day o2 time be not to 
hote 02 cold, and do vſe it ſo in ſome countries thꝛa times a 
yeare : and doe often make cleane their houſes, and take as 
way al the moiſture of their vꝛine, which is eaſle to be done 
in piercing the bo2ves oz plankes with an aulgar.oz cleau⸗ 
ung the ES whereas they lie.

Bowbeit although J baue ſpoken already 
of the moſt part of them, J will pet here repeate a fewo me⸗ 
dicines fo2 great cattel. Foz as the body of great cattell is, 
ſo is the body of the leſler cattel, almoſt of like nature.Quen 
ſo, there is (mall difference betwirte their medicines , and 
betwirt their diſcaſes, nenertheleſe, whatſoeuer they are, A 
will not here let paſſe o2 omit. 


Il it doe chaunce that all your catfell be fiche, pe Wal bo e giciag. 


as J haue afoze commaunded of great cattell (which J doe 
thinke to be a thing neceſſary.) Euen ſo here J commaund 
againe foz a ſingular remedy to chaunge your paſtures,and 


pour water 


by great heates, ys mult haue them vnto couertes, ſhades, 
and colde places. Jf'it come of colde, ye muſt haus them in 
open places againf the ſunne. And ye mult leade them by 
little and little, and not to haffily,to the end, by their ſofte 
going they be not grieued, noz pet to lowly but gently in a 
meane pate: foz enenas they mult not be tozmented by to 
much hafte, which are already weary, and anoyed with this 
viſeaſe ; Euen ſo it is pzofitable to goe meanely , nepther 
to faſt, noꝛ pet to flow, hauing an exerciſe , and not to let 
them reſt oꝛ lie. Ind when ye haue bzonght them vnto the 
appointed place, ye muſt then parte them into manie 
troupes oꝛ bandes, and ſo let them be euer loked vnto ,

Alſo ſijcepe are moꝛs 
toꝛmented with the ſcabbe, then al other cattel, which com 
monly commeth as the Poet Virgil ſateth :

= can not haue all, but ſuch as ye may haue ſhall ſut⸗ 
ct. 

Firſt, tde compoſition that J haue afoze expꝛeſſed, hal!

And vnto eightene quartes of the ſaid iupce 
they doe put in halle a buſhell of ſalte , and then doe coner 


the pot cloſe,and ſet it in ſome dunghil a whole peare, there 


to be ſeaſoned .. nd when it is dꝛawne out , they doe take 
thereof,and warme it, and therewith do rubbe the ſcabbie 
ſheepe, o2 any place of their ſkinne ſo troubled ; but they do 
rubbe the place befoze , with ſome rough thing, oz rugged 
ſtone fo2 to make it bleede . Xiſo the les of Dlines is god, 
il it be boyled vntill the halle be conſumed, and then to an- 
nopnt therewith . Likewiſe doth the piſſe of men, wherein 
is quenched ofhote burning tileſtones, ſome doe boyle it on 
the fire vntill the firſt parte be conſumed, in mixing it with 
ſo much ofthe iuice of græene henbane, with two pounds of 
the pouder of tiles,cz of finamom, alſo of farre, and beaten 
ſalt, and ſo mingled together. Likewiſe it ſhall be god fo 
vſe bzimſkane beaten fine , with as muchtarre, in ſtirring 
it all together ouer a ſmall fire : and becauſe tarre is verye 
coftly fo2 pe men, they doe make a ſalue of bzome, which 
is:pe ſhall take a great quantity of the croppes of bzoome, 
with the leuues and bloſſomes , let them be chopped ſmall, 
and then ſod in eighteen gallons of runmng water, till it do 
ware thick like a gelly, then take 2. pound of molten ſherps

The wild fire, which the call the lying fire, 
is a ſtrange diſeaſe and hard fo heale, if it reſt not in the 
firſt ſheep where it taketh,all the reſt are like to be infected, 
ſo that there is no medicine noz yꝛon may helpe it: fo2 the 
one ſherpe ſhall but touch the other, and be ſhal be inflamed 
therewith. They haue no other thing but fo: to keepe them 
warme, and to nouriſh them with Goates milke, the which 
doth cauſe it to be moze gentle, and doth mittigate the vio⸗ 
lences of the fire, and the burning ol the whole flocke, that 
they die not thereof. Where Dolus Mendeſius Egypt 
an did very well foz fo celebzate, which the Gzcekes called 
their Ponuments and Brookes wozthte of memozie , the 
which were falſely named Democtitus Wekes : wheres 
in was foz to remedy this diſeaſe , which was, by and by 
as one had it, they toke him, which griefs comes 
firſt on the of the ſheepe: and incontinent they make 
a hole at the entring in of the ſhepe houſe,ant there they do 
bury the infected ſheepe aliue, with foure fete vpward,and 
ſo coner him with earth, and all the re in comming there 
oner will pille thereon. And ſo(ſaith he.)the diſcaſe will go

The general romedie ain medicine is to vomit: 02 fo take 
a glitter to bꝛing it downe. Then take of triacle. and wine

Allo il one be with a mad dog take a cocke oꝛ a hen 
and kil him. and flit him ſtraight, and al hate clappe it to ths 
place, and it wil ſucke and dzaw out the venome. The 
dꝛawers of venome ars theſe, the ſleſh of a Snake, oz Adder 
tut and laide to ſtraight . {ſo calamint, the ſede of wilde 
tares, calde Wꝛobancke. Sea onyons; watertreſles, hearbe 
grace, ſalt, Ariſtoloch eat with rue, the xootes of a 
ſperage and the led alſo. Ba ſamum, vineger, and the milks 
of an Ae, a childes piſle, the ſtones uf a hedghog, the ſtones 
of a ſtagge, oʒ an Alle dziedx dꝛunke. Alſo Caſtoreum, gar⸗ 
like, gentian, mint, dittan. Al theſe aloꝛeſaide are good a⸗ 
gainſt venome, ann others without number: ann although 
the danger of venome cometh many e ſundzy waies:theres 
foze God al his godneſſe hath pꝛouided ſundꝛ ye helpes and 
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dz other, with a mad dog. oz other vencmous beat, which is, 
ye ſhal cut the wound and make it to bleed, that the venome 
with the bloud may thereby come loꝛth. Some do vle to put 
to leech wozmes, ta ſucke out the blond, and to cup 02 boxe 
it, and to giue them triacle, and laie to the wounds plaifters, 
as nuts mixt with garlike,rue and ſalt altogether, and allo 
nuts alone chewed and laide to the place, and alſo triacle 
with water, oz creues of the riuer made in ponder, 4 dzunk: 
dz the alhes of the ſaid creues with gentian, is a ſinguler re- 
le the byting ol a mad dog. Likewiſe the fnice 
ol capꝛilolium, called woodbinde. A lſa the leaues ot the wilo 
fig tree, onions and ſalt,o2 mini ſtampt like wiſe with ſalt, 
and latde fo,eucry one of theſe afozeſaide laive to, and mixt 
with vineger oꝛ hony,are ſufftcient to helps againſt the by» 
tung of a mad dogg, oz u inging of other, venemous wozmes: 
but a perica rome die is. (he oils wherein a @co2pton hath 
bent dzowned,and therein alſo is ſod, aud thereof. a pres 
lalde to the place infeqed,doth helpe. 

Other remedies againſt the bytingofamaddogge.A fins 
gular remedy, which is, to burnethe ſla wers of hony ſuckles 
o2 th2e& leaued graſſe, mixe it with old greate. and lay it to: 
Oz to beate the ſaide lowers with old white wine, and gius 
it him. Nilo the rotes of eglintine made in poluder and 
laide thereon: oz to make him a dꝛinke with god old white 
wine, Xnother: the beries of elder, oz the iuyte of the leaues 
to be giuen with wine luke warme. ꝛlſo the iuice of plans 
tainc gtuen to dzinke, 02 ſtampt with ſalt and layde ta. O 
the rote o the gieat burre bʒuſed with a little ſalt andlayve 
to, doth deſtroy venome incontinent . Againe:;the frong 
nettle biuled with ſalt,q laids thereon.D2 (clandine,d2unte 
with wine, and ſtampt with ſalt and laid fo, On the leaues 
of hoꝛehound ſtampt and laid to with ſalt. All theſe are ſpe- 
clall god againſt the byting ofa mad dogge. If a mad dogge 
doe bite other houndes oꝛ hogs, ve ſhall giue them the iuice 
N and let them bloud, and it will helpe them, but.
